Must Be Imposed 

Seeing that when left to 
their own devices the Arabs 
do not emancipate,. but still 
further enslave their masses, 
the French progressives have 
reached the conclusion that 
no settlement with the Arabs 
will be really liberal unless 
it is imposed. Meanwhile, 
the French reactionaries 
have come round to the view 
that no imposed settlement 
will endure if it is not liberal. 
This extraordinary rapproche- 
ment has made it possible 
for Marshal Juin, hitherto 
symbol of diehard colonial- 
ism, to declare himself in 
favour of autonomy for Al- 
geria within a French Fed- 
eral Union; and he was simp- 
ly paraphrasing a resolution 
which was adopted at the re- 
cent annual conference of the 
French Socialist Party and 
which the Mollet Government 
means to implement as soon 
as circumstances permit. 


The circumstances, how- 
ever, will not permit the 
slightest headway towards 
peace in Algeria so long as 
the Suez business réfnains in 
suspense. In the French view, 
the critical moment has ar- 
rived in what is considered 
to be a dangerous case of 
psychological maladjustment 
on the part of the Arabs. 
The young Arab nations, 
after freeing themselves from 
the tutelage of alien guar- 
cians, are seen to be behav 
ing like (‘in common par- 
lance) “crazy mixed-up kids.”
